The Blessing of Companionship (Hebrews 13:5-6) 
Proposition: Here in Hebrews 13:5-6 are three critical instructions 
concerning our individual companionship with God that if followed, will 
assure us of divine accompaniment. 

I. Heed the Precautions for Divine Companionship (Vs. 5a-b) 

A. The Caution of Covetousness (Vs. 5a) 

B. The Call for Contentment (Vs. 5b) 

II. Hold the Promise of Divine Companionship (Vs. 5c-e) 

A. He Promises never to be Absent (Vs. 5d) 

B. He Promises never to Abandon (Vs. 5e) 

III. Hope in the Product from Divine Companionship (Vs. 6) 

A. The Product of Confidence (Vs. 6a-b) 

B. The Product of Courage (Vs. 6c) 
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1) ...I am lonely, but I am not alone. 

2) ...previous chapters. Here in verse 5 before giving us the 
promise of Companionship, he cautioned the readers on that 
which would hinder experiencing companionship with God. 
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3) ...seed of Adam. One day Abraham Lincoln was walking along a 
street in Springfield, III, with his two small sons, both of whom 
were crying ceaselessly. A neighbor stopped and asked, "what's 
the matter with the boys?" "Just the same as what's the matter 
with the whole world," replied Lincoln. "I've got three walnuts 
and each of the boys wants two." Covetousness destroys the 
greatest of blessings in the Christian life the companionship of 
God. Colossians 3:5 Mortify therefore your members which are 
upon the earth; fornication, uncleanness, inordinate affection, 
evil concupiscence, and covetousness, which is idolatry: God will 
not fellowship and companion with those that place objects 
above the Almighty. 


4) ...Be satisfied? How can you be satisfied with such isolating and 
defeating surroundings? The companionship of God by Jesus 
Christ, thru the Holy Spirit, tips the scales from defeat to victory! 


1) ...of Christ's presence "I followed the guide." Of the promise of 
Christ's presence, Missionary to Africa David Livingston wrote in 
his journal, "It is the word of a gentleman of the strictest and 
most sacred honor." 


2) ...or relax his grip. I was talking to another pastor the other day 
about the difficulty of being a parent and a pastor. I spoke of 
how often I am gone and absent from the lives of my children. 
How I feared that it be a great harm to my kids. He said, "be 
there as much as you can do your best. But the truth is that you 
can't be there all the time. You can't always be available to 
them. The only one that can fulfill that need is the Lord Jesus!" 


3) ...leave you helpless. Warren Wiersbe wrote "God has never 
forsaken you. You may have felt as though God abandoned you, 
but God has never forsaken you. If God forsook you for one 
second, you would die..." 

4) Joshua 1:5 There shall not any man be able to stand before 
thee all the days of thy life: as I was with Moses, so I will be with 
thee: I will not fail thee, nor forsake thee. 
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1) ...refugees to conquer the inhabitants of the land of God's 
promise! This promise will do the same for you and I. 


2) ...feet away from Evan when the lights went out. When I got 
over to him, I scened his fear as he frantically fumbled for my 
hand. Once he found my hand, he gripped and clasped to it as 
we walked through the building in complete darkness. I praise 
God that in the darkness and in moments of fear, we can hold to 
God's unchanging hand. 

3) ...lifestyle. "What man shall do unto me." The phrase can me 
read as a question? What can anyone possible do to me? Much 
akin to what Paul said in: Romans 8:31 What shall we then say 
to these things? If God be for us, who can be against us? Vance 
Havner said: When you're accustomed to standing before God, 
kings don't matter much. Big potentates are small potatoes 
when you have been standing in the presence of the Most High. 

4) ...soul tho all hell should endeavor to shake, I'll never, no never, 
no never forsake!" The reality is that God is, by his 
omnipresence, present with every one. But one day that will 
cease for those that refuse the offer of salvation. 
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
